WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years eld, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of available Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta, The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-agency for the district. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the oflice of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands (not 
sub agent), on certain conditions. | 
Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine mi 
farm of at least 80 acres, on, certain con- 
ditions, A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity, 


In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties.—Six moths re- 
sidence in cach of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and fifty acres extra cultivation. 


A homesteader who has exhausted hie 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00

FORESTS PRIMEVAL, — 


Vast Timber Wealth of British 
Columbia. | 

The Canadian province of British 
Columbia contains one of the few 
great forests of commercial timber 
which are not materially reduced by 
destructive lumbering and its timber 
wealth is estimated to be greater than 
that of any other country, with the 
exception of northwestern United 
States, Siberia ahd Brazil. 

The revenues last year were ap- 
proximately $3,000,000 from the sale 
of timber and the expenditures were 
only $500,000, the forces employed 
numbering between 300 and 400 men, 
The whole budget for the province is 
only about\$10,000,000 or $12,000,- 
000, so it may be seen that timber’ 
pays a large part of the Government’s 
expenses and helps to keep the taxes 
down to the minimum. 

British .Columbia is one of the 
countries which has not permitted its 
forest resources to pass into private 
hands for exploitation. Possibly nine- 
tenths of the natural resources of the 
province are owned by the Govern- 
ment. The method of promoting the 
use of lumber is to allow the staking 
of a square mile of forest which is 
leased at $120 a:year as long as tim- 
ber is uncut. When cutting begins 
the lessee in the past has paid 50 
cents a thousand feet cut as a 
royalty. aa 

The Government is about to start 
a new policy which provides for grad- 
ual increases in the amount of royal- 
ty, to be readjusted at the end of six- 
year periods, and to be regulated by 
the market price of lumber. The 
royalties will provide a fair return to 
capital, and at the same time give 
the Government .of the province a 
large share in the increment. The 
forests of the province now produce 
an income of $3,000,000, and this is 
expected to increase gradually to 
about $6,000,000 by 1924, and ulti- 
mately to $10,000,000. 

British Columbia has two types of 
forests. The coast forest is much like 
that of the Pacific northwest in the 
United States, and is composed most- 
ly of red fir, hemlock and cedar, and 
with very heavy stands of timber run- 
ning from 20,000 to 200,000 feet an 


A bulletin advocating the use of 
lightning rods on buildings has just 
been issued by the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculttre. Prof. W. H. 
Day, of the staff of the Ontario Agri- 
cultural College, is the author of the 
bulletin, and he demonstrates, after 
a series of investigations covering 13 
years, that lighning rods are the 
protection that science claims them 
to be. In Ontario in 1912, the ef- 
ficiency of rods was 94 1-2 per cent, 
From the reports of insurance com- 
panies, Prof. Day found that in every 
200 farm buildings insured, 42 were 
rodded, which is 21 per cent., but 
out of every 200 farm buildings 
struck by lightning, only three were 
rodded. In this connection Prof, 
Day observes, ‘‘We should have ex- 
pected 42 if the rods were no good.” 

These and other proofs submitted 
by Prof. Day are practical demon- 
strations of the scientific fact that 
lightning rods, properly installed, 
are a precaution. In giving direc- 
tions for the proper rodding of bulld- 
ings the reader is reminded that 
lightning is electricity. Prof. 
asserts that rods should be in me 
lic connection withthe building, and 
that no insulators. should, be used, 
This method of attachment is 
ly opposite to that adopted 
lightning rods were first used. 

Apropos of the recent anécdote of

UNGAVA’S FAUNA, 


Canada’s Great North-Eastern Terri- 
tory Is Rich In Animals. 

The animal, bird and fish lif- of 
Canada’s great territory of Ungava 
is as interesting as it is varied. The 
mammals most worthy of note are 
those of value for food, and those 
which furnish the rich furs for which 
the Labrador country has so long 
been noted. 

Thé barreh-ground caribou, a 
species of reindeer, ranges in enor- 
mous herds over the barren and 
semi-barren grounds. .In the north 
these valuable animals are still re- 
markably plentiful. Mr. Peter siac- 
kenzie, who dieti in Montreal only 
a few years ago, where he was at the 
head of the Hudson Bay Company's 
establishment, had a remarkable ex- 
perience in hunting these deer for 
food at a. point of Koksoak river 
where they cross it on their autumn- 
al migration. This was not far from 
the Hudson Bay Company’s post, at 
which Mr. Mackenzie was then sta- 
tioned. Assisted by three other men, 
he went out upon the river where 
the stream is only a mile and a quar- 
ter wide, and in the course of a few 
hours speared and killed three hun- 
dred deer. . 

A drove of over five hundred were 
seen to be approaching the river for 
the purpose of crossing it, and while 
two Esquimaux were sent in one 
kayak to head them off from the 
shore towards which they were swim- 
ming, another put out behind the 
herd to prevent their hasty return. 
Mr. Mackenzie and his three assist- 
ants, in two other kayaks, armed 
themselves with spears to do the kill- 
ing, and the suction of the water 
caused by the rapid swimming of the 
herd down stream was strong enough 
to draw the canoes rapidly after 
them. It was of course an awful 
butchery; but the slayers were hunt- 
ing for their own existence, The car- 
casses of four to five hundred deer 
are required every winter*at the post 
in question for the sustenance of the 
men employed there and for the 
thirty or forty dogs which form pari 
of the establishment. 

Upon another occasion, Mr. Mac- 
kenzie took his rifle to go out and 
shoot some fresh meat. It was on 
the 25th of October, and he took 
with him fifty cartridges. He spent 
two hours in hunting, and when he 
returned had killed no less than 
forty-four deer. 

Of late years, this last herd has 
become very small, and many of the 
Indians who lived on it have migrat- 
ed from Hudson Bay to Fort Chimo, 
where the second herd is understood 
to be undiminished. The first herd 
supports the Indians frequenting the 
very interior, of the Labrador penin- 
sula, and especially those from the 
George and the Hamilton rivers. 
Here, as on the Koksoak, in the case 
of the other large herd, the principal 
hunt is made during the fall migra- 
tion, when the bucks are fat and 
have not yet mated with the females. 
The Indians congregate along the 
George river, about a hundred miles 
beyond Lake Michikamou. They 
spread out along the river and await 
the crossing of the bands of deer on 
their way from the coast to the wood- 
ed country. As soon as a large body 
begins to cross, signals of smoke are 
made, and the Indians soon congre- 
gate and kill great numbers from 
their canoes by spearing them in the 
water. ; 

The crossing season there last 
from ten to fifteen days. Much oi 
the flesh is smoked for winter use, 
while the skins are preserved and 
dressed, either for clothing and other 
purposes, or for sale, In the spring, 
the deer migrate in small bands and 
are not so easily taken, as the snow 
and ice are then beginning to melt 
and they have to be killed by shoot- 
ing, and after a chase. The migra- 
tion of the second band is very simi- 
lar to that already described. 

These barren-ground caribou are 
much less plentiful on the Hudson 
Bay side of Ungava than further 
east, though formerly they were 
abundant on the coast of the bay as 
fa. south as the mouth of James Bay. 

The polar bear, though usually 
found ‘either upon the coast or on 
the ice floes adjacent thereto, often 
comes as far as thirty to fifty miles 
inland to produce its young.

North Pacific, 


Seafaring men never like to make 
much of any gfeat deed which they 
perform, and, as a result, have often 
been branded as bashful, says The 
Victoria, B.C., Times, After nursing 
their ships through great storms, 
which the passehgers believed would 
send them to their doom, captains 
and officers are always mate much of 
by the travelers, who tell stories of 
how they were kept out of death's 
iron grip by the great seamanship of 
the men who commanded their vessel. 
But when a newspaperman approach- 
es a captain to obtain his account of 
the great trials he is liable to get 
romething like this: ‘Well, there 
‘isn't much to it. Of course, it was 
the worst weather I ever experienced 
in my 30 odd years’ experience at 
sea. But still you know we are paid 
to bring our ships safely into port, 
and we're simply fulfilling our oblig- 
ations to our company and the pub- 
lic.” 

Upon the arrival of the Empress 
of Japan, Capt. Hopcroft, from the 
Orient, it was not expected that the 
officers would make much of their 
terrible outward voyage. In reply to 
a query the master of the white liner 
would only say: “‘Of course it was a 
bad one,” 

A passenger on the Japan on her 
outward voyage writes of the trip 
ahd says that the waves on the Paci- 
fic were running mountains high.

Then the stern would 
go under in the same way, but not 
quite so badly. for the poop was never 
submerged.

In all parta of Europe, and notably 
in such countries as France, Switzer 
land, Belgium and Holland, dogs are 
compelled to take life much more sert- 
ously than in the United States.

The French people have long been 
employing them to draw carts and 
small wagons.

These four footed 
soldiers have been enrolled in the bhoe- 
pital corps of the French army, and 
their work will be to assist the doctors 
and the Red Cross nurses in camp and 
on the battlefield. 

It is suspected that the always in 
genious French got the idea from the 
famous dogs of St. Bernard, whose 
work in carrying succor to storm- 
bound travelers in the Alps is known 
to every reader. At any rate, the new- 
ly enlisted Red Cross dogs of the 
French army are being trained to carry 
stimulants to the wounded, to search 
out injured soldiers and lead doctors 
or nurses to the scene and perform 
other services requiring more or less 
resource, aS well as to act as messen- 
gers for the surgeons and to fetch and 
carry bandages. medicines, etc., in 
time of emergency, just as a well train- 
ed American dog brings his master’s 
mail or newspaper.—St. Nicholas. 


HOPPING AEROPLANES. 


Machines With Clipped Wings to Be 
Used by Shackleton. 

Aeroplane sledges and a hopping aet- 
oplane with clipped wings are being 
built for Sir Ernest Shackleton to be 
used in his south pole-expedition next 
winter in the hope that they will prove 
more efficient in getting over the ice 
than the motor sledges, which bad a 
little but far from perfect success in 
the Scott expedition. 

The ueroplane sledges will get their 
forward motion from great air propel 
lers. like those of a flying. machine, 
while the motor sledges depended on a 
sort of belt movement under the sledge. 
Air propelled boats are now a real sue- 
cess, und a few air propelled sleds have 
bad some success on roads in winter. 
Enough forward push can be obtained 
by this method witheut any doubt, the 
expected difficulties belng with the en- 
gines in intense cold and with a rough 
surface. 

An ueroplane with clipped wings, 
which can take long hops over bad 
stretches of surface, but most of the 
time will be running on skids, with 
only part of the weight held up by the 
wings, is a more novel idea. It was 
suggested a year ago by French otf- 
cers for Sahara desert sand trips, 
though no reports of the building of 
success of any such idea bave bees 
made,—Saturday Evening Post.

COWS THAT WEAR WELL. 


One-of thelmany advantages reap- 
ed from systematic cow testing is 
the fact that it not only detects cows 
of indifferent” value (saving dairy- 
men the burden of providing for 
worthless cows, instead of their hav- 
ing good-cows tosupport them) but 
alsu it has frequently discovered 
valuable cows, For instance, a farm- 
er at Ennismore, Ontario, had a 
small, undersized ‘native’ cow which 
he intended to sell, not placing much 
value on her. But cow testing show- 
ed that she is one of the best in the 
herd both for milk and fat product- 
ion, Don’t sacrifice good cows. 

This recalls another cow at Ayers 
Cliff, Quebee, bought at auction for 
$28.00 because no one knew her 
value. Indeed she was put in with 
three others as the four poorest in 
the herd of the man that was selling 
out, The present owner believes in 
cow testing, and hag refused $100.00 
for her: she gave 322 itunes of fat 
in seven months. 

The men whojhave built up herds 
that average 8,000-or 9,000 pounds 
of milk per cow are just those men 
who know, through having proved 
it, that cow testing pays. Your cows 
may be like fancy china, of very fine 
appearance, but they may not wear 
well. But the tested cows, that do 
produce, that do wear well, may 
bring you in sixty or seventy dollars 
each during the seven months’ fac- 
tory season.
